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OPERATION X (CRYSTAL) 


The subject of frequency as we know it on channel "one" Philmont, 
is often hashed ovt-over the sir. We tell all listeners am 
brother Hams that it is 29493.2 kes. and some of us actually think 
it really is. Most of vs are using surplus rocks that put us 
Somewhere near this mark, but if you are one who is lucky enovgh 
to have a little better than average receiver, you know that 

you must constantly rock the cial to listen to the vsual three 
way going on the "frequency". Most receivers have a pass band 
about five kc. wide on ten meters, and obviously the frequency 
tolerances of channel one Philmont would have to be plus or minus 
two kes. of the adopted 29493 in order to be copied on a 
monitoring receiver of abovt five kcs. bandwidth. This brings 
v3 to Operation X, namely, ea simple method of getting all 
stations within a tolerance of plus or minus two kes. 


A committee is set up to observe all stations checking in on the 


Ten on Ten net. Exch station checking in will announce that he 


is using Xtal of VFO. The Committee observes his frequency and 
notes his deviation from the mean zero beat center of channel one. 
At the close of roll call, each participating station will be 
advised that he is "high" op "low". If he is already within 

the tolerance, he stays with his Xtal. If he is beyond the toler= 
ance, he trades in hia Xtal for one that will swirg him nearer 

to the tolerance. All of the Xtals held in reserve by the club 
wili be calibrated es to their characteristics plus or winvs the 
approximate number of Kes, they exhibit. This xtal "bank will 
form the nevcleove of the first exchange. After all stations have 
made their trade, another check will be run on the Ten on Ten net 
by the committee. It will be observed that some stations have 
overshot the mark and are now a little too high where they were 
formerly a bit too low etc. This crystal can now be traded for 
another rock which has been calibrated toward the center frequency. 
In the course of a few weeks, most of the staticns on Philmont will 
begin to appear within the tolerance and the club will have achieved 
a clean slot in the old ten meter band. Oial cords will last longer 
and the monitoring of the channel "one" frequency will be a simple 
task with any receiver of reasonable stability. Yes, even you 

guys with HRO’s and Collinge gear can set vp a squelch and monitor 
whenever you are in the shack.. This plan would cost the club nothing. 
It wovld greatly ennance the reliability of ovr entire operation. 


Certain opposition to the desirability of getting "zero Beat" 

has been expressed to the effect that the "Three pip break will not 
work at zero beat". This is trve AT ZERO BEAT, but remember, we are 
not setfiing a goai for sero beat. Dead zero beat wovld be impossibls 
for any club of this size to hold, indeed, ever 100 cycles would be 
an impossibility and this fact will assure vs that the "Three Pips* 
will remain as the good covrtesy break-in, since the tolerance places 
hetrodynes in a clearly audible range. 


In closing I might add that the Committee shovld see to it that 
any member who wants to get in the tolerance range and has not been 
able to do so by swapping, the Committee will handle his case and 
adjust his rig to frequency.... 
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Some few years ago & manufacturer of shaving cream had a very effec- 
tive advertising gimmick which consisted of a series of signs on posts 
along the road; these were arranged sequentially so that passing motorists, 
reading them in order, were made shave-conscious while being amused. This (Os, 
was 1 eed a painless process, easy on the ears, and if adopted by Philmont, ~- 
might Lessen the pressure on Channel #1. Here is a random sampling:
